Recalls Alexander's 
Love for Sister. 


She has lived in an Athenian pal- 
ace, has called a Greek king brother- 
in-law, and has danced with royalty. 
But twenty-one year old Nata Novar, 
sister of Aspasia Manos, morganatic 
wife of the late King Alexander of 
Greece, hopes timidly that Chitago 
will like her dancing.

“ Alexander as a boy,” Mile. Novar 
recalled, “fell in love with my sister, 
but nobody was worried, because he 
had an older brother, George, who was 
the crown prince.

A WELCOME CHANGE IN 
FRENCH POLICY. 


M. Poincare’s decision to reduce the number of 
troops in the Ruhr and to restore German officials 
to their functions ip the customs and public serv- | 
ices is perhaps the most significant evént in Europe 
since the French occupation of Germany's indus- 
trial center. We hope it indicates that the master- 
ful French statesman, has come to the conclusion, 
earlier than seemed likely, that the military admin- 
istration of the Ruhr is not profitable or likely to 
become profitable, and in present circumstances 
may be safely set aside in favor of a German admin- 
istration, of course under French surveillance. 
Whether this preludes a general relaxation of 
French policy, and even a rapprochement with the 
Germans, remains to be seen, but it is to be hoped 
that there will now be an advance in the direction 
of an understanding. So far as we could see from 
this side the Atlantic, the methods M. Poincare had 
adopted under the form of “ productive guaranties ” 
could produce nothing, unless it were certain star- 
vation and revolution for the Germans, and prob- 
ably if not certainly a descent to bankruptcy for 
the French. This also. was: the British view, and
